INTERESTING DEVELOPMENT 


IN TURNER VALLEY OIL FIELD 
Efforts to recover additional nap- 
tha from the gas going to waste in 
Turner Valley oil fields in Alberta 
have been successful. A new ab- 
sorption plant installed by the Roya- 
lite Co., largest operators in the 
field, ig now recovering naphtha 
from the waste gas at a rate which 
will mean more than 124,000 barrels 
annually added to the regular naph- 
tha production of the field. The 
daily additional recovery made pos- 
sible by this plant is expected to 
average 324 barrels. The total 
annual value of the additional naph- 
tha thu, recovered in gross revenue 
is estimated at over $374,000. 

The conservation methods put in- 
to effect by ‘the provincial govern- 
ment to control wastage og gas as 
far as possible are now in effect, 
limiting the daily production of gas 
of each well to 40 per cent of the 
assumed open flow volume of — the 
well. By successful experiments of 
some operators in  inereasing the 
naphtha production from the gas by 
holding greater back pressure, the 
quantity of gas required for pro- 
duction og each barrel of naphtha 
has been greatly reduced, and now 
average for the whole fleld a few 
points above 100,000 cubic feet of 
gas per barrel of naphtha recovered.
